MYSTERY CLAIMS. 


MURDERED BOY 


Ghaslly Find of Four-Year-Ol's 
Body in Detroit 


Detroit, Mich., August 18.—The mutl- 
lated body of 4-yeag-old Alphonse Wilmes, 
whose father lives on St. Aubin avenue, 
was found today in a lot at the rear of 
the Michigan stove works at Adair and 
Wight streets. The body was discovered 
by a workman about 10 o'clock wedged 
in between two boxes. The hands were 
tied behind with wire and a red hand- 
kerchief had been stuffed down the little 
fellow’s throat for a gag. 

The body was partly stripped of cloth- 
ing. The abdomen was slashed open and 
the left wrist was nearly severed. Both 
thighs also had long, deep cuts in them. 
All the wounds had apparently been 
made with some very sharp instrument. 

Alphonse had been missing from his 
home since yesterday noon. Nothing 
was thought of his absence at first, but 
when he did not return for supper a 
search was begun that ended with the 
identification of the body by his father 
at the morgue this forenoon. 

It is evident that the murder was not 
committed near where the body was 
found, for although there is scarcely a 
drop of blood left in the little fellow’'s 
pody. there was practically no blood on 
the boards where he was found. A search 
for blood stains to and from the scene 
was inaugurated without result. Per- 
haps the strangest phase of the mystery 
is that there were only a few small stains 
on the body and clothing of the lad, de- 
spite the horrible character of his 
wounds 

It looks as though the murderer, after 
committing the deed, washed the blood 
from the body and then carried it to the 
lot where it was found. The police are 
satisfied that the boy was murdered by 
a maniac and are working along these 
lines alone. The officers are inclined to 
believe that the child was killed in some 
house and that afterwards the murderer 
carried his body, in a sack or a wagon, 
to the loneiy spot where it was found 
today..

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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one bill of the batch of about 175 
that were turned over to him for 
inspection and approval by the session of 
the legislature that has just adjourned. 
He finished up al] the work given him by 
the legislature yesterday, and approved 
all measures passed with the exception of 
a bill proposing to reenact the fence law 
in ihe Blue Ridge district of White 
county. 

This bill vetoed was introduced by Mr.

made under a general law. Governor 
Terrell gives his reasons as follows for 
vetoing the bill: ° 

“This bill has for its purpose the re- 
enactment of fences in the Blue Ridge 
district in White county; the said district 
having heretofore voted on, and as a re- 
sult of the election, voted in, the stocx 
law provision. It is a special la‘, there-

article 1, section 4, paragraph 1, of the 
constitution. The bill, should it become a 
iaw, would result in further embarrass- 
ment as conflicting with section 1765, vol- 
ume 1, of the code, which provides, ‘That 
the preceding section shal! not apply to 
any county in this state now haying. or 
that may hereafter have. in operation the 
no-fence Or stock law.’ The preceding 
section referred to defines and deals with 
lawful fences. 

“It is evident, therefore, 
this bill become a law by executive ap- 
proval, and the voters in the district re- 
ferred to should by a majority vote at- 
tempt to reenact the fence law. the result 
would be that neither the crops nor stock 
would be lawfully fenced; for section 1765 
above referred to expressly exempts the 
provisions touching lawful fences as ap- 
Plying to localities ‘that have. or that 
may hereafter habe, in operation the no- 
fence or stock law.’ 

“For these reasons, therefore, I with- 
hold executive approval.

Naval Stores Inspector. 

Governor Terrell yesterday appointed 
R. P. Register, of Savannah, supervising 
inspector of naval stores under the act 
passed at the recent session of the legis- 
lature to prohibit the adulteration of 
spirits of turpentine and rosin intended 
for sale. 

Mr. Register is a well-known resident of 
Chatham county, where he has been for 
the last eleven years inspector of naval 
stores, hence he is thoroughly familiar 
with the duties which will devolve upon 
him under the law. He is requlired to give 
bond in the sum of $,000 for the faithful 
performance of his duties, and he must 
reside at the point at which the greatest 
amount of naval stores business !{s car- 
rigd on, this being Savannah. His income 
is from fees of one-fourth of one cent on 
each barrel of rosin and spirits that is 
marketed in the state. As the receipts at 
the ports of the state run way beyond a 
million barrels of rosin and 300,000 or 400,- 
000 barrels of spirits, it will be seen the 
inspector wiil have quite a comfortable 
income. 


The Georgia Exhibit. 

There have been numerous applications 
made at the department of agriculture for 
positions in connection with the Georgia 
exhibit, and they continue to come in 
with every mail. Some people seem to 
think that a large slice of the $30,000 ap- 
propriated by the legislature will go to- 
ward paying salaries of Georgians who 
would go on exhibition, instead of the 
agricultural and other products of the 
state. The fact is just the reverse is the 
case, and there will be very few salaries 
paid out of the fund. It is said the un- 
derstanding was that there would be no 
high-salaried employees, at the time the 
appropriation was made. 

There will probably be a few persons 
employed for the purpose Of getting the 
exhibit together, but the expenditure of 


money on salaries will end here. It fs 


likely the exhibit will be in charge of 
capitol officials, who are already on the 
salary list, so that it will only be neces- 
sary to pay their actual expenses.

PLANT MILLIONS - 
IN THE COURTS 


Executors File Answer to 
Claims for the Great 
Fortune. 


New Haven, Conn. August 18.—The 
executors of the will of the late Henry 
Bradley Plant today filed in the probate 
court their answer to the application of 
Charles E. Bradley, and Horace G. Brad- 
ley of Waterbury, for the removal of the 
executors.

Paatrolman Dobbins, on whose beat 
Fitts tried to make his address, testified 
that Fitts made talks which were apt te 
cause trouble. The officer said that no 
one was allowed to make speeches on 
the streets without a permit. 

Fitts Makes His Statement. 

Fitts made a brief statement in which 
he said he believed the ordinance requir- 
ing a permit was unconstitutionaal. He 
Stated that the police in arresting him 
had acted very considerately and kindly. 

ML.ayor Howell in rendering his decision 
said: 

There is ho doubt about the defendant 
having violateq the city law. And he 
has done worse than that.

NEBRASKA CALLS 
FOR. ROOSEVELT 


Republican Convention Names 
John Webster as Side Partner 


Platform Declares Against Bryanism, 
Favors Expansion and Devotes 
a Paragraph Against “Sti- 
fling”? of Competition 
by Trusts. 


———_ 


Lincoln, Nebr., August 18.—The republi- 
can state convention today nominated for 
associate justice of supreme court John 
B. Barnes, of Madison county, and for 
regents of the State university Charles 8, 
Allen, of Lancaster, and W. G. Whitmore, 
of Douglas. President Roosevelt received 
the heartiest commendation and a decla- 
ration. was made for his renomination. 

The unexpected feature of the conven- 


tion was the adoption by unanimous vote 
of a resolution declaring John L. Webster, 
of Omaha, one of the delegates to the 
convention and one of the well-known 
party leaders of the state to be the choice 
of Nebraska republicans for vice presi- 
dent in 1904. 

The platform begins with a declaration 
of congratulation on the overthrow of 
Bryanism in the home of its nativity and 
continues: 

‘‘We congratulate the state that we have 
made it manifest that there is no perma- 
nent place in American politics for a po- 
litical leader who bases his claims for 
popular support on the failures or disap- 
pointmment of the people. 

“We congratulate the state that this 
political revolution has been worked out 
without the people having been made to 
suffer any of that multitude of calamitaeg 
so vehemently predicted by our enemies. 

Bouquets for Roosevelt. 

“We congratulate ourselves that the 
people of the state are enjoying ail the 
manifold blessings of genérai prosperity 
that we foretold would follow the election 
of our Jate, superb and grand Américan 
patriot president, William McKinley, and 
whose magnificent policy is now being 
carried into full and complete execution 
in a masterly way by the strong will and 
clear judgment of President Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

“The Philippines are ours as the legiti- 
mate and crowning result of honorable 
warfare, and we hold them not for barter 
or sale, but as a part of the national] do- 
main, made sacred to us by the American 
blood which has been shed to plant and 
maintain the Stars and Stripes upon the 
far-off isles of the Pacific ocean. 

‘Under the administrations of the re- 
publican presidents, McKinley and Roose- 
velt, the people of those islands have re- 
ceived the benefit of American laws and 
are being educated tn schools conducted 
by American teachers. ' 

As to the Question of Trusts. 

“We adhere to the American protettive 
policy of the republican party; tne re- 
publican party recognizes that legitimate 
business fairly capitalized and honestiy 
conducted hag increased our industries at 
home and expanded our trade abroad, but 
varty is unalterably op- 
posed to all combinations of capita] under 
whatever name, having for their purpose 
the stifling of competition and arbitrarily 
controlling production or fixing prices.” 

A merchant marine is favored. The 
closing plank of the platform reads: 

“We congratulate, not only ourselves, 
but the people at large, that the admin- 
istration of our national affairs and our 
negotiations with foreign nations are be- 
ing conducted by the courageous republii- 
can president, who kaows no fear, who 
courts no favor, but who loves peace 
crowned with honor and in whose charge 
we have a feeling of perfect safety and 
security—a president whom the American 
people now desire to honor with a second 
term as the chief magistrate of the great- 
est and grandest nation of the earth— 
Theodore Roosevelt.” 


FIGHTING THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 


Tennessee Entomologist Inspecting 
Nurseries of That State. 
Knoxville, Tenn., August 18.—(Special.) 
Professor G. W. Martin. of Nashville, 
state entomologist, is in this city making 
an inépection of various nurseries and 
forest preserves to locate the San Jose 
scale. He has ingpected trees in Ander- 
son, Hamblen, Roane and Knox counties 
during the past week and has found the 
scale extensive. One nursery in Knox 
cqunty has more than a-quarter of a 
million trees, none of which, he gays, is 
affected with. the San Jose pest. Profes- 
sor Martin says the San Jose scale is 
being introduced from the cities into the 
country by the English sparrows. He 
has found that they roost in the trees 
in the city and then fly into the coun- 
try and spread this tree disease. He 
predicts that it is certain to spread to 
all parts of the state, if it is not he- 
roically checked by farmers and fruit 
growers. It will affect fruit trees as well 

as otners. 

There are a number of remedies by 
which the scale may be eradicated from 
trees, one of the most effectiv of which 
is fumigation, which is required of nur- 
serymen before their stock can be ghip- 
ped. 

Professor Martin found a number of 
trees that were affected and all of them 
were destroyed. There is no appeal from 
his decision. He states that the San 
Jose scale wae first introduced into this 
country from China, trees having been 
sent to San Jose, Cal., from the Orient. 
Hence its name. It was next found in 
Virginia and then in New Jersey, and 
spread to other states. It is said it was 
brought to Tennessee from Missouri in 
a shipment of trees from that state to 
Harriman, Tenn.

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SCHOOL BOOKS — 
FREE TO POOR 


Alderman Pierce ~ Starts 
Movement To Supply Books | 
to Poor Children. : 


a 


Alderman George Y. Pierce has inaugu- 
rater a movement by which he hopes to 
supply school books to those children of 
the city who are unable to buy such 
books, and in this manner aid them in 
obtaining a public school education. 

Alderman Pierce introduced a resolu- 
tion in the city council Monday after- 
noon providing that the gity furnish 
school books to such children. The reso- 
lution was referred to the finance com- 
mittee and the board of education. Alder- 
man Pierce expects to confer shortly with 
Superintendent W. F, Slaton and méem- 
bers of the board of education relative 
to the matter. 

The idea of the elderman is for the city 
to purchase a quantity of public school 
text-books and to furnish them free to all 
children in the city who cannot afford to 
buy them. He proposes that al) such 
cases shall be reported to the principals 
of the school districts and the prin- 
cipals shall investigate each case. If the 
case is found worthy, the principa)] is to 
so report to the superintendent and the 
latter shall issue a certificate entitling 
the child to a course of books. If the 
principal] should be in doubt on any case, 
an affidavit from the parents or guardian 
of the child would then be required. At 
the close of the term the books would 
be returned*to the superintendent. 

Alderman Pierce believes that ine ceiiy 
would be put to an expense of not more 
than $300 or $500 to place the plan in oper- 
ation and states that the cost would be 
practically immaterfa] after the first year, 
as one supply of books would last a con- 
siderable length of time. It ig believed 
that there are many poor children in At- 
lanta really unable to buy schools books, 
and Alderman Pierce considers that the 
proposed plan would prove a great benefit 
to these children.

ASTRO WARRING 
ON FOREIGNERS 


French, German and Italian 
Merchants Imprisoned 


Foreigners Refused To Pay Heavy 
Tax Levied by the President. 
Reign of Terror Is Pre- 
vailing Throughout 
Orinoco Region. 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, August 18.— 
Authentic information was received this 
morning announcing the imprisonment 
of French, German and Italian merchants 
at Cuidad Bolivar, Venezuela, which port 
was recently captured from the rebels 
by President Castro's troops, for refusing 
President Castro’s demand for the pay- 
ment of taxes already paid to the de 
facto government. President Castro de- 
mands the payment of arrears for the pe- 
riod of occupation of Culdad Bolivar by 
the revolutionary governme8t. The 
amount demanded exceeded $65,000. The 
merchants refused to recognize Presi- 
@ent Castro's decree abolishing Cuidad 
Bolivar as a port of entry and declines 
to ship goods via Carupano, 

The Venezuelan gunboat Miranda went 
to the district of Nutrias, exacting from 
the merchants forced contributions and 
fines amounting to another $50,000. The 
g@0ods imported during the revolutionary 
regime were confiscated and double du- 
ties were imposed. It is reported that 
President Castro has threatened to an- 
mihilate the commerce and expel the 
foreign community of Guayana, on the 
Orinoco. 

A reign of terror prevails throughout 
the district owing to the extortion, 
threats and barbarities of the party in 
power. The entire region of the Orinoco 
Ateems with produce accumulated during 
the past two years for which there are 
no adequate shipping facilities. The na- 
tive and German firms at Caracas ap- 
pear to be seeking to control the entire 
Orinoco import trade. There is no 
money in the Orinoco country and the 
distress is very great. All the American 
river boats and interests up the Orinoco 
are at a standstill, being unable to move 
in consequence of. Prtesident Castro's de- 
termination to destroy the transshipment 
trade in American and Eurofean goods 
between Trinidad and the Orinoco river 
country. 


Returns from the North. 

Columbus, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
E. N. Clemence has returned from the 
north and it is understood that while 
there he received promises of all the 
money he and his associates would need 
_#n case they build their proposed cotton 
_ mill in Columbus. It is said that while 
there he also received a fine offer to go 
with a cotton mill. He has not yet reach- 
td a decision In the matter. 


CALEB POWERS 
MAKES DENIAL 


He Says That He Had No 
Hand in the Murder of 
Goebel. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 18.—Caleb 
Powers resumed the witness Stand in his 
own defense this morning on the conven- 
ing of court at 9 o'clock. ‘He drifted ito 
argument in his answers as on yesterday 
forenoon and was reprimanded by the 
court for doing so. He continued in his 
denial of all incrinimating conversations 
told by the commonwealth witnesses and 
adhered closely to the story he first told 
three years ago. He denied that he ever 
suggested to Frank Cecil that he (Cecil) 
seoure some one to kill Goebel or that 
he ever introduced Cecil to-Taylor for 
any such purpose. He denied that at 
the time he left Frankfort on the morn- 
ing of the shooting he knew that Goebel 
was to be assassinated. He said he 
never conspired with any one to Kill 
Goebel. 

The direct and cross-examination of 
Caleb Pewers, on the stand in his own 
defense, was concluded this afternoon 
and the defense had an inning with Rob- 
ert Noakes, the commonwealth witness 
of yesterday. They called him for the 
purpose of laying the foundation for aon- 
tradiction. He was confranted by a 
statement made by him at Danville, Ills., 
on December 19, 1900, to Max Lewis, of 
Louisville, and Attorney W. R. Jewel, 
of that place. In that statement Noakes 
charged Attorney Campbell with trying 
to secure him to swear falsely to secure 
the conviction of Jim Howard and Fin- 
ley and Powers,-and told him of buying 
witnesses. He made the statement, but 
said that after making it he told Lewis 
and Jewell that he refused to swear to 
it, or even to sign it. He explainend his 
pecullar conduct by saying tMat at the 
time he made the statement he was 
willing to help Caleb Powers out of his 
trouble as he, Noakes, was preparing to 
go to Brazil to stay for good. The de- 
fense produced and had Noakes identify 
letters which he had written Powers so- 
liciting him to send some one to Dan- 
ville, Ills., to get the statement referred 
to above, ' 

The cross-examination of Powers today 
developed little that was new. He ad- 
hered to his story told on direct -exam- 
ination pretty well. He admitted bring- 
ing several companies of soldiers in citi- 
zens’ clothes to Frankfort with the 
mountain army of January 2, 1900, but 
said he had beforehand had an under- 
standing with Governor Taylor that if 
the legislature did not heed the peti- 
tioners he would then call the militia 
into service and he (Powers) wanted to 
have the militia on hand. 

McKenzie Todd, of Frankfort, private 
secretary to Governor Taylor, who testj- 
fied teday, told of seeing Youtsey about 
the executive department and the private 
offices of Caleb Powerg a few days before 
the shooting armed with a gun and look- 
ing at the windows. Youtsey admitted 
this while on the stand.

Deboe, of Marion, is to testify for the 
defense.

N COAL MINES 


Development During Examina- 
tion of Witnesses, 


Miner Testified That He Made $130 
a Month, with Aid of His Son. 
Developed That This Is 
Common Practice—Age 
Limit To Be Made.

Birmingham, Ala., August 18.—In the 
course of the testimony introduced on be- 
half of tne miners today it developed, 
under a cross-examination of the wit- 
nesses, that many of the miners were 
in the habit of taking their boys into 
the mines to work with them, each boy 
being allowed a half turn on cars, al- 
though his coal output went under the 
father’s check. 

Controversy over the responsibllity for 
this class of labor led to an agreement 
between the miners and the principal op- 
erators involved in arbitration that the 
commission in its finding should make a 
rule that no boys under 14 vears of age 
should be allowed to enter the mines in 
this district. Under the state law of 
Alabama it has been possible to ytilize 
the work of boys of 12 years and over 
in the mines in any capacity in which 
they could perform the work required. 
The miners in all thetr contracts have 
insisted on this rule being incorporated, 
although some of the companies have 
entered vigorous protests. 

This question of boy labor was raised 
and practically settled before the spec- 
tators and many of the principals t@ the 
controversy hardly realized what wis be- 
ing done. A miner named Russell, Uving 
at Jefferson and working for the Central 
Coal and Coke Company, had testified 
that with the assistance of his 12-year- 
old boy, he was making an average of 
$130 a month, and that from his savings 
in the last few vears he had purchased 
his home and several other pieces of 
property. 

Mr. Percy, attorney for the Tennessee 
company, commented upon the testimony 
and stated that the miners were in the 
habit of working their boys in the mines. 

Mr. Fairley, for the miners, replied that 
the miners did not wish to work the 
young boys in the mines, but that the 
companies rather encouraged ft. 

Mr. Perey said that the Tennessee com- 
pany had endeavored to prevent boys 
under 14 vears cld working in the mines, 
but that the union fell back on the state 
law and insisted on the 12-year-old 
clause being made a part of éach agree- 
ment. 

Mr. Flynn, president of the miners’ 
unfon, would gladly agree that the com- 
mision, in its findings, should make a 
rule that no boys under 14 be aliowed tn 
the mines. 

The representatives of all the large 
companies who were present {mmediately 
arose and told Judge Gray that they 
were much in favor of the 14-year clause 
and the judge said the commission. on 
these assurances, would make such a 
finding. 

The testimony today showed thut any 
miner working twenty days a month 
could earn $100 a month. 


BOTH THROWN IN THE WATER. 


Narrow Escape of Mr. O’Farrell and 
Daughter from Dréwning. 
Athens, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)—A. 
H. O'Farrell, of this city, is carrying his 
right arm in a sling, the result of a 
very. thrilling experience he had a few 
days since at Moultieville, near Charles- 

ton, 8S. C. 

Mr. O'Farrell was accompanied by his 
young daughter, Aurélia, and they had 
just started to get on a boat to take a 
pleasure trip around Charleston harbor. 
To reach the boat they had to embark 
at the wharf in a light boat and be car- 
ried to the larger vessel. Mr. O'Farrell 
got into the boat first and his daughter 
stepped in after him. As she touched the 
bottom of the boat it careened and she 
lost her balance. As she grabbed at the 
timbers of the wharf to steady herself 
she pushed the boat away from the 
shore and in doing s0 the boat was cap- 
sized, throwing both father and daughter 
into the water. 

Mr. O'Farrell. although he had “not 
been in the practice of swimming for 
some time, began at once to seek to save 
nis child, if possible. Before he could 
reach her she had gone down twice. 
Just in time he reached her side and 
threw his right arm under her shoulder. 
It was then a battle to get back to the 
boat, which had drifted some distance 
away. When Mr. O'Farrell reached the 
side of the little boat he was almost ex- 
hausted. Just as he was fixing to lift 
his daughter into the boat a wave struck 
the little craft and Game very near 
breaking his hold upon its side. It was 
just then that his arm was so severely 
wrenched as to lead him to believe that 
it was broken. He held on, however. 
with grim determination and managed 
to get the little girl into the boat safely 
and to draw himself in after her. His 
injured arm gave him much pain and 
trouble, and even now he cannot use it. 
It was one of the most thrilling experi- 
ences he ever had, and nothing but the 
fact that he was a good swimmer saved 
him and his child from a watery grave.

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MANY MEET 
AT SEATTLE 


Auspicious Opening of the 
Trans- Mississippi Commer- 
cial Congress, 


Seattle, Wash., August 18.—The four- 
teenth annual session of the Trans-Missie- 
sippi Commercial congress, which con- 
vened in this city this morning, started 
out under the most favorable auspices and 
promises to be one of the most notable 
gatherings in the history of the organiza- 
tion. The attendance ig unusually large, 
there being delegates jn attendance from 
every state and territory in the trans- 
Mississipp! region from Alaska and the 
Hawaiian islands. 

Large delegations are present from Ore- 
gon, Colorado, Texas and Loulsiana. 

The morning session of the congress to- 
day was spent in perfecting the organiza- 
tion and in the delivery of addresses of 
welcome and responses thereto. These in- 
cluded welcoming addresses by Governor 
Henry McBride, for the state; Mayor 
Thomas J. Humes, for the city, and Judge 
Thomas Burke, for the commercial or- 
ganization of the northwest. Important 
addresses were delivered this afternoon 
and the remainder of the time was given 
to the consideration of the advisability of 
merging the congress with the National 
Irrigation congress. 

One of the addresses scheduled for this 
afternoon was “Good Roads,”’ by R. W. 
Richardson, secretar¥ of the National 
Good Roeds Association. At the close of 
the afternoon session of the congress the 
visiting delegates were taken for an ex- 
cursion on Lake Washington. 

President Kirby Called Away. 

Delegates were rather, slow in as- 
sembling and it was nearly 10 o'clock 
when Donald G. Fletcher, chairman of the 
local committee on arrangements, called 
the assembly to order. Mr. Fletcher 
stated that the president of the congress, 
John H. Kirky, of Houston, Tex., had 
been cilled suddenly to New York on tm- 
portant business and would be unable to 
be present at the sessions today and Judge 
J. G. Gavin, chairman of the executive 
committee, had been delayed in Portiand 
on his way here. 
Grerham, former president of the con- 
gress, was introduced as temporary prest- 
dent. Mr. Gresham spoke briefly, 
fering to his connection with the congress 
in previous years and expressing confi- 
dence in the future usefulness of the or- 
ganization. He then introduced Governor 
Henry R. McBride, of Washington, who 
in behalf of the state of Washington de- 
livered a prief address of weicome.

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PIERCE'S CHARGES 
READ TO COUNCIL 


Fight of Policeman Against 
Recorder in Macon, 


Pierce Presents His Charges to the 
Aldermen—The Document Car- 
ries Twenty-five Counts—Re- 
corder Freeman Hears 
Document Read.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)—The 
Plerce-Freeman fight is on in earnest, 
The-policeman came before the board of 
aldermen this evening with his charges 
against the recorder reduced to writing 
and sensational were some of the specifi- 
cations of that paper. 

The document now in the hands of the 
city clerk carries twenty-five counts and 


each of these counts alleges a malfeas-' 


ance of office. It starts with a recount of 
the case which gave rise to the disagree- 
ment between the policeman and the 
judge of the police court. Beginning with 
the arrest of the defendant, the para- 
graph declares that Judge Freeman not 
only went out of his way to read him 
(the officer) a lecture, but thet the judge, 
after dismissing the case—the dismissal 
being contrary to the evidence—advised 
the mother of the boy to swear out a 
warrant for the arrest of the officer. 

Among other charges Policeman Pierce 
makes in his paper are that it Is impos- 
sible to secure the conviction of certain 
parties when cases are made against them 
in police court. because Judge Freeman 
is their attorney and that the judge has 
frequently appeared in the state courts 
as attorney for parties who have heen 
bound ovex from the police court and 
that he has also appeared in the state 
courts as attorney for parties against 
whom accusations had been sworn out by 
officers, because he would not adjudge 
the parties guilty of the offense when 
they were araigned in police court. 

The communication throughout praic- 
tically aNeges that Judge Freeman has 
not only failed to act the part of a re- 
corder as the law contemplated, but that 
he has upon more than one occasion been 
lenient to parties arrested and arraigned 
before him to the disgust and dissatis- 
faction of the arresting officers. Some of 
th eparagraphs make quite an inter- 
esting chapter of the entire production. 

Judge Freeman Talks. 


Judge Freeman was present and was 
an attentive listener to the paper as 
Clerk Maesenborg read it. At the con- 
clusion of the reading, Judge Freeman 
secured the floor, saying:

I do not want any rambling 
epecifications. I am entitled to a copy 
of this accusation and as my right I de- 
mand it.

Londen, August 10.-—There was uncom- 
mon interest in the latest attempt to put 
Dickens on the stage But ‘#m'ly” at 
the Adelphi only proves anew the truth 
that whereas the great novelist’s char- 
acters and plots are probably immortal, 
yet the treatment of them—the exagger- 
ation, the burlesque, the ultra-vicious 
Vice. and the ultra-virtuous virtue, the 
tendency of the women to become lay 
figures—is not according to modern taste. 
The sympathetic present-day reader of 
Dickens slurs over these peculiarities, 
and gets as much pleasur@ as ever out 
of what is underneath, reconstructing 
for himself characters who are not at 
all like the illustrations drawn by Hab- 
lot 3rowne for the editions of 
Dickens. But when you put Dickens on 
the stage, the peculiarities have be- 
come the outward and. visible by 
which we reecognize our 
David Copperfield becomes a 
prig; Little Wm’ly becomes 
colorless, and Uriah Heep becomes im- 
possibly ’umble and creepy. In the latest 
stage version of “‘David Copperfield’ the 
scenes alternate chiefly between Mr. 
Wickfield’s office. where Uriah Heep and 
Mr. Micawber hold forth, and Ark, 
where good old Lktin'!| Peggoty, Ham, 
Steerforth and Little Em'ly play out thetr 
tragedy.

MORE SOLDIERS 
FOR THE KAISER 


He Will Ask Reichstag To 
Spend Millions To In- 
crease Army. 


——— 


serlin, August 18.—There seems to be 
no doubt that the government, under the 
impulse of the emperor, is determined to 
ask the reichstag for an increase in the 
permanent establishmeAt by about 39,000 
men to be organized into two army corps 
thus raising the standing army to about 
647,000 officers and men. The increased 
annual charge is estimated at $9,000,000 
exclusive of equipmeuf. 

The first consideration leaading the 
government to propose what is certain 
to be an unpopular measure is that the 
military resources of the country are 
not fully utilized by the existing es- 
tablishment. Nearly 100,000 men, morally 
and physically fit for service, reach the 
military age yearly who are not taken 
into the standing army because of legal 
limitations. Although these men who are 
Shut out by lot from the regular service 
undergo short periods of drill in the 
reserve they are regarded by the mil- 
itary administration as being unequal 
to the two years’ service. The gen- 
eral staff, therefore, asserts that since 
the national finaances are able to bear 
the expense a portion, at least, of these 
100,000 capable men must receive full 
training; or else the empire will not be 
in a state of full preparedness. The 
general staff is said to have represented 
to his majesty that Germany’s posi- 
tion in the middle of Europe, with all 
possibilities of a combination against her, 
makes it their duty to utilize all the 
méans of defense and that even then 
the army, numerically, wil be half a mil- 
lion behind that of Russia on a peace 
footing. ‘ 

It is affirmed that the proposed in- 
crease has nothing to do with the pres- 
ent position of the foreign question. 


LIVE SHELLS AT A WAR SHIP. 


Interesting Test Is Made by French 
Officials. 

Brest, France, August 18.—The interest- 
ing experiment of firing a lve shell at 
One of the turrets of the warship Suf- 
ferin, with the object of ascertaining 
the effects on the mechanism of the tur- 
ret and guns therein was carried out 
today in the presence of marine minis- 
ter Pellatin and numerous high naval 
officers. Three trial shots were fired by 
the turretship Massena at targets erect- 
ed on the Sufferin. Then a fourth shell 
was fired at the Sufferin. The shell struck 
the turret which appeared to stand the 
test well. Fragments of the shell re- 
bounded backwards a considerable dis- 
tance,

8th and 9th inclusive, 1903. Expense to be 
paid under section 14, military act.

Colonel Cann brought the matter to the 
attention of the adjutant general several 
days ago, but it was necessarily delayed 
Owing to the great amount of work devol- 
ving on the governor as the result of the 
session of the legislature. 

Colonel A. R. Lawton, of Savannah, 
Was here yesterday and saw Governor 
Terrell with reference to the matter. 
Governor Terrell told Colonel Lawton 
that it would be impossible for the state 
to pay the expenses of the team, and 
he dig not know just when the money 
could be secured from the United States 
government. The government, it is said, 
will pay the expenses of the team from 
Georgia’s allotment of funds under the 
military act. It is likely to be some time, 
however. before this money ie forthcom- 
ing. 

Colonel Lawton stated to the governor 
that he would guarantee the payment of 
the team’s expenses, and that the officers 
would look out for every necessity, rely- 
ing upon being reimbursed when the 
money was forthcoming from the state's 
allowance from the federal government. 
The order was issued with this under- 
standing. 

A team consists of twelve men and two 
aiternates. The contests at Sea Girt this 
year will be under the supervision of 
the United States war department, so 
there is no reason now why the Georgia 
troops should hesitate to take part in 
them, Major John H. Guilfoyie, of the 
Tweitth cavairy, U. Ss. A. will be pres- 
ent as the e€xecytive officer in charge of 
the range. 

Savannah Men Happy.

Savannah, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
The governor’s order to Colone} Cann, ‘au- 
thorizing him to-select a team for the na- 
tional rifle compettion at Sea Girt, was 
joyfully received by the officers here to- 
night.

So hot was the pursuit that Cribb was 
forced to climb to the roof of a shed 
in the outskirts of the town to avoid the 
dog, and he was caught and taken back 
to his old quarters. 

The time occupied in 
Cribb gave the negro a better chance, 
The posse after him has not yet returned, 
but his capture is sure. 

Cribb was convicted in March for a 
wholesale and unprovoked murder at 
Nichols in January. Three persons were 
killed outright, while otprs were shot 
at and a reign of tdror oceasioned. He 
was tentenced to be hanged the Ist of 
May. His counsel, however, carried his 
case to the supreme court. The supreme 
court has recently confirmed the decision 
of the lower court, and Cribb only 
awaits the order of the court fixing a day 
for his execution.

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Colombia and the Canal. 

In the absence of more explicit de- 
tails, it is fair to assume that the an- 
nounced * “rejection” of tle canal 
treaty by the senate at Bogota does 
not necessarily mean that Colombia 
intends to break off all negotiations 
with the government of the United 
States. In all probability that rejec- 
tion will be found qualified by subse- 
quent developments. The interests of 
Colombia in having the canal con- 
structed through the isthmus.of Pan- 
ama is too great to permit thé failure 
of a canal treaty in some shape. 

The rejection reported is probably 
of the teffns set out in the treaty as 
negotiated. There has been strong 
opposition throughout the United 
States of: Colombia to some of tHe 
features of that treay, but even the 
most unfridAdly reports from Bogota 
have not presaged the absolute rejec- 
tion of any treaty... The Colombiati: 
senate has the same right to amend 
that is lodged in the United States 
senate as a part of the treaty-making 
power of our government. The most 
likely method of procedure, therefore, 
is for the senate now in session to 
amend the convention so as to make 
it comport with the ideas of a ma- 
jority of that body. 

If this is done in good faith, and if 
the amendments are of a character 
likely to meet the approval. of this 
government or to serve as basis for 
& mutual understanding, President 
Roosevelt can submit the amended 
treaty to the senate when congress 
convenes in extra session. That is 
not a long way off, and the delay in- 
volved would probably not be ma- 
terial. 

The president is, however, clothed 
with full authority, should he see fit 
to exercise it, to break off the nego- 
tiations with Colombia and renew ne- 
gotiations with Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica for the construction of a canal 
by the Nicaragua route. | 

If the action of the Colombian con- 
gress is such as to leave the way open 
for further negotiations calculated to 
bring an agreement, the president will 
doubtless submit the matter to the 
United States senate, which will aetin 
accordance with the later develop- 
ments. If, however, there is no proba- 
bility of the acceptance of the Colom- 
bian amendments, if these are antag- 
Onistic to the principles upon which 
the original treaty was constructed, 
the duty of the president is plain. He 
must start things going for a canal 
through Nicaragua. 


That Same Old Turk? 

It does seem possible for modern 
civilized powers to come to some 
agreement by which the further ser- 
vices of the sultan of Turkey might 
be dispensed with. He has been the 
eye-sore and the bone in the gorge of 
humanity for generations and a time 
has surely come when duty to God 
and mankind demands his dethrone- 
ment and the cessation of his suc- 
cession. 

If it be objected that the maintenance 
of the porte is the core of a truce 
that supports the peace of Europe; 
that to abolish it would involve a 
Struggle between the powers of the 
eastern continent to control the stra- 
tegic values of the now neutral buffer 
state of lurkey, that objection can be 
disposed of by another Berlin con- 
gress and treaty from which the rep- 
resentatives of the interested powers 
can return to their capitals announc- 
ing, as Beaconsfield did in 1878, that 
they “return bearing peace with hon- 
or.” 

Such a congress of the powers 
could demand the abdication of Abdul 
Hamid, decree that the Turkish dy- 
nasty is at an end and substitute for 
the government an adminfstrative 
commission so adjusted as to main- 
tain the equities between the powers, 
guarantee peace and prosperity to the 
Turks themselves and so remove from 
the circle of Christian civilization a 
monster of intolerable character. 

The riot act is due to be read be- 
fore the Yldiz palace and a transport 
should be easily provided to take the 
old rascal to some twentieth century 
St. Helena. 

The Extra Session of Congress. 

The president is to call congress in 
extra session for October or Novem- 
ber. The excuse given is that there 
must be some measure for financial 
relief to the country. But the coun- 
try canrot be very much in a hurry 
fo that relief, if the matter can be 
postponed even to October or No- 
vember. If the urgency fur relief has 
become so apparent right now, the 
relief ought to be given right now. 

The real fact is that the country at 
large is not sitting on its haunchés 
around the white house howling for 
an extra session of congress. to pass 
s0me measure that will compel the 
secretary of the treasury to grab his 
check book and rush off to Wall 
street every time the gentry in that 
thoroughfare get short of the market. 
The people are perfectly willing to 
let the speculators rely upon their own 
wits and resources to keep the!: wind- 
blown gambles going. They do not 
see any reason why the surplus 
money, active balances and credit of 
the 70,000,000 citizens who are decent 
and productive should be used to re- 
lieve the stresses and distresses of 
stotk peddlers.

THE GUN HE CAPTURED; 


DARING SOLDIER’ S UNIQUE MEDAL 


(From The San Francisco Chronicle.) 


O invade the enémy’s country, sin- 
gie-handed and alone, to capture 4@ 
. machine gun, and to carry it away 
in the presence of 5,000 enemies, that is 
a performance recorded of few men in 
the history of the United States army. 
To receive the gun itself as reward of 
yalor—that is a medal of ae i 
ique. uch a deed was done Dy 4 
Savane hg > Ninth infantry during the 
Chinese war, and sush a reward was his 

In performing his startling capture. 
he made the eyes of the British officers 
open in‘amazement at the bravery = 
captured gun Major 
General Adna Chaffee did what no other 
commanding officer is known to have 
aitempted—cut mileg of red tape in or- 
der’ to hand over a piece of captured 
ordnance to an unknown private in the 
ranks. 

It is an interesting story, the capture 
of this gun, and the soldier who per- 
formed the feat is Emile Genereaux, 
now a resident mechanic of San Fran- 
cisco. He lives at 420 1-2 Post street, 
and his most prized possession is hia 
Gardner automatic gun, his medal of 
honor, 

The war anngls of the army record 
many seemingly impossible deeds done 
by sailors and soldiers in the wars of 
the republic, but no story of the army 
ig more dramatic and none s0 replete 
with consummate bravery and dare- 
devil adventure as that of the capture 
of this Gardner gun. This private Sol- 
dier would now be wearing the uniform 
of a cOmmissioned officer in Wie United 
States army had it not been for a lack 
of early*menta] training. 

Born in 1879, of Grench-Canadian par- 
ents, near the shores of Lake Superior, 
in Michigan, young Genereaux's early 
boyhood was spent among the copper 
mines of Calumet. In his early boyhood 
he saw more of the miners’ brawling 
than he did of the text books of the pub- 
lic schools, and this environment no 
doubt sowed the seeds of self-reliance 
and combativeness which later bore 
fruit when as a soldier he was suddenly 
called upon to perform a hazardous mis- 
sion in the enemy’g cOuntry ‘‘in the land 
of the heathen Chinee.’’ When the war 
with Spain broke out, young Genereaux 
signed the muster roll of the Unite? 
Siates army “for two years’ service or 
during the period of the war.” 

That was on June 18, 1888, and he was 
immediately assigned to company D ot 
the Ninth United States infantry. When 
the Ninth returned to the United States 
after its gallant work in the Cuban 
campaign Genereaux reenlisted, and on 
February 8, 1899, the Ninth was ordered 
to the Philippines. 


1900, the American 
sniled for Manila. In this 
expedition were two battalions of th» 
“Fighting Ninth’ and Genereaux was 
in company D of the first battalion. He 
participated in the siege and capture of 
Tienrtsin, where the allied American, 

British and Japanese troops made a 
Chinese grave yard Of the Pei-ho river, 
where the Ninth lost more men for the 
number engaged than any other coOm- 
mand, and where Colonel Liscum gave 
up his life while leading his troops up 
the blood-slippery approaches «w the 
fortifications of Tien-tsin. 

That was where the Ninth first “went 
in'’ to battle on Chinese soH. When thes 
emerged from ths awful carnage Gene- 
reaux and his comrades were within 
the sacred portals of the Chinese For- 
bidden City. 

American troops were among the first 
to storm the great wall surrounding 
China's throne. American soldiers were 
the first to breach those walls. and the 
Stars and Stripes was the first flag to 
cross the forbidden threshold of China's 
capital Company PD. of the “Fighting 
Ninth,” waa in the van of the American 
column. 

Next followed the important duty of 
keeping open the line of communication 
between Tien-+tsin and Pekin, for the 
the country was fairly swarming with 
armed and hostile Chinese af the boxer 
species. Detachments of allied troops 
were stationed along the entire route 
from Tien-tsin to Pekin at intervals of 
about 8 miles and no sooner was the line 
made continuous than the enterprising 
and aggressively progressive American 
officers began the work of providing for 
a suitable mail service between the sol- 
diers’ camp within the walls of Pekin and 
the posts down at tide water, at the 
mouth of the bloody Pei-ho. 

Major (now General) C. F. Humphreys, 
quartermaster general with General 
Cha ffee's expedition, was placed in charge 
of this work, and mules branded with 
the familiar “Q. M. D."’ were the means 
of transport adopted to convey mail mat- 
ter for the American government from 
Tien-tsin to Pekin. Along the entire 
length of the allies’ communication be- 
tween Pekin and Tien-tdin thé rebellious 
Chinese were constantly harassing the 
outposts and menacing the line by which 
the supplies were brought up to the em- 
pire’s capital city. Bvery supply train 
was convoyed by a cavalry and infantry 
escort, and even then the pack and wag- 
on trains en route to Pekin Were some- 
times fired upon at points between the 
gafrison posts stationed along the line 
of communication. 

China's teeming horde of warring mal- 
contents were preseimg on that thin line 
of communication, The country was open 
for a mile on either side of that glitter- 
ing serpent of war, but beyund that mile 
or so of neutral ground were uncounted 
thousands of armed rebels, their presence 
charted only by the bloody spots which 
marked some point where an attempt 
had been made to break through the line 
of communication.

Guards for the mail wag@n were fur- 
nished in rélays—two American soldiers 
for each relay. Private Emile Genereaux, 
of company Ninth United States in- 
fantry, was one of these guards. His 
station or relay post was along the line 
near the «city of Oh She Woo. This par- 
ticular and vital point in the line of com- 
municaticn was entrusted to a detach- 
ment of the Tenth Royal Bengal Lancers, 
a crack organization fn the British ser- 
vice. Genere@ux had been riding the line 
th that district as guard to the United 
States army mail wagon for some days, 
when Quartermaster Humphreys hap- 
pened along with an escort of cavalry. 
He informed the mail huards that one of 
the “Q, M. D.”" mfles had escaped and 
was supposed to be somewhere along the 
line in one of the camps or posts of the 
allies, and requested them to keep an eye 
out for the missing animal. An army 
mule is worth something in such strenu- 
ous times, and General Humphreys at 
that time was getting short on transpor- 
tation” facilities and long on transient 
material. Learning that Private Gene- 
reaux was off duty that morning he 
sent him forward with instructions . to 
proceed a reasonable distance in search 

ule.

After reasoning it out 
that the quartermaster general's mule 
had joined a society of boxers to the 
right of the beaten path of communita- 
tlon with Peking, Private Genereaux 
started to reconnoiter in that direction. 
Proceeding beyond the British lines, he 
deliberately left the trail leading to Chi- 
na’s throneless citadel and went cross- 
country. He had crossed about 5 miles 
or more of fields, when, on rounding the 
crest of a low-lying hill, he found him- 
self fronting 4 Chinese village of some 
5,000 inhabitants. The whole layout Was 
surrounded by a Sone wal] of the rég- 
ulation Chinese forbidding aspect. 

Thinking only of the mule, Genereaux 
pushed through the gate and up to the 
mandarin’s house in the middle of the 
village. This was a low building sur- 
rounded with a 7-foot brick wall’ From 
its eaves flew the yellow dragon banner. 
For the moment he forgot the mule as 
he rushed forward to tear it down. There 
Was a crowd of Chinese in the streéts. 
For a reason which he did not under- 
stand until later, they kept their hands 
off him as he took his army revolver in 
his right hand and with his jeft tore 
down the yellow flag. 

He descended to the little yard before 
the residence, and there, mounted beside 
the gate, was a machine gun surrounded 
with boxes of ready ammunition. Near 
by were scveral rifies and swords. 

Appearing not to notice the gun, the 
yankee soldier walked outside the wal! 
to a horse which stood fastened to a little 
Chinese cart, 

“"Thén he deliberately took the horse's 
head, led the rig to the gun and began 
to load it into the wagon. On top of 
that he threw four boxes of ammunition, 
the captured standard, two winchesters, 
one Springfield, a Mauser and a Chinese 
bugle. And all before the watching Chi- 
nese could catch their breath. 

Rut, as he swung into the cart they 
recovered and rushed him. He had only 
six cariridgés and those in the cham- 
bers of his revolver, “and 1 was saving 
them until the fighting commenced,” 
says Genereaux. But near by lay a hard- 
wood club as tég 45s 4&4 Man's arm. He 
Seized that, vaulted into the cart, took 
the reins, dealt the horse a blow and 
bruke through the astonished Chinese, 
beating them right and left away from 
the horse's head. 

Outside the wall of the mandarin’s 
house Me met a horde of Chinese. He 
set up the American yell and swung his 
club as a lumberman swings an ax. With 
each blow a Chinese went down stun- 
ne. 

He thinks now that his yeil saved his 
life. The Chinese thought that he Was 
shouting to some one outside the wali, 
and so hesitated to shoot. His enemies 
masred at the gate; but the horse, mad- 
dened by blows, plunged through and 
over them and down the well-kept road- 
way. , 

And then the CiNnese saw their mistaae 
—suw that there was no supporting force 
outside, only one American goldier, who 
had beaten them all. They rushed tv 
their rifles, and the next momeyt Gene- 
reaux, beating his horse cown the road, 
heard the “‘sizz’’ of bullets about his ears 
But he had a big start already; and his 
good luck amd poor Chinese shooting 
braught him through untouched. A haif 
mile down the road he stopped to Wave 
his aPmy hat to his baffi¢d enemies. He

“Yes, sir,”’ said Genereaux, saluting.

“No, sir,’ said Genereaux, saluting. 
The Lancers had been asked to report 
if they saw anything of the missing pri- 
vate from the Ninth. They reported that 
they had found not only the private, but 
a machine gun, a wagonioad of ammuni- 
t:oOn and sundry other properties of the 
enemy, all captured by him. With it, 
they reported the matter to the credit of 
Private Genereaux. Back came the or- 
der from Chaffee: “Send on man and 
gun.”

Man and the gun reported next morn; 
ing. Chaffee heard his story through. 
and sent Genereaux back to his com- 
pany with littl comment. But a few 
days later Chaffee visited the quarters 
ef the Ninth and asked for the hero of 
the gun episode. 

“Young man, would you like to be 8 
non-commissioned officer?’ asked Chaf- 
fee, 

“No, sir.’’ said Genereaux. 

“Why not?’ 

. “Well, sir.” answered Genéreaux, “I’m 
about through with the army, and, be- 
sides, everybody ‘hates a non-com.”’ 

“Better think it over,’’ said Chaffee, 
“You know, if you do well you can work 
up to be an officer.” 

Then the real reason came out. Gen- 
ereaux cannot read nor write, and he ad- 
mitted as much to the general. 

“Then is there anything I can do for 
you?” asked Chaff®e. 

“Well, yes,” sald Generéaux. 
to have the darntd old gun!” 

Now to the civilian that might sé¢em 
a modest request. But it was not. Goods 
captured from the enemy belong to the 
United States until they are condemned 
and sold in the regular manner. There 
was absolutely no precedent for such an 
action. But Chaffee promised, to do all 
he could. and when the Ninth reem- 
Darkéd for the Philippines along came 
the gun as a special medal of honor, the 
most peculiar ever given ih the Uhited 
States army. Chaffee had been cutting 
red tape. 

Genereaux hung to the gun through 
thick and thin. It went with him tc 
Manila, and upon his discharge to thi: 
cfty, where he has settled down to the 
quiet life after three years of - fighting 
with the regiment that bofe the brting 
of the Spanish, Philippine and Chinese

Prospects are bright for a handsome 
$50,000 regimental armory for the militia 
of Atlanta. 

The matter has been taken up by Col 
onel Clifford L. Anderson, in command 
of the Fifth Regiment, with the Gate 
City Guards, which organization has in 
cash and property over $40,000 which it 
would like to put Into an armory for the 
regiment. 

Colone] Anderson has taken the initia- 
tive in the matter and has asked that 
the Gate City Guards take it under con- 
sideration. The funds of this organiza- 
tion a@re in the hands of a board of trus- 
tees, composed of ex-members of the 
company and its present officers, the 
board having to get the consent of the 
company, however, before its acts are 
binding. 

When Colonel Anderson took the mat- 
ter up first with the board of trustees 
that body signified its willingness to 
put up a regimental armory and the 
wishes of the company were then sound- 
ed, resulting in the company’s appoint- 
ingg & committee with full power to act 
and bind the company with instructions 
to vote for the armory if an agreement 
could be reached with the other com- 
panies of the regiment. 

All this happened several days ago, 
now Colonel Anderson is planinng to call 
a mé@éting of the heade of the companies 
in Alanta for one day this week so that 
he various companies may have an op- 
portunity to express themselves in re- 
sard to a regimental armory. 

The need of such a building has long 
been felt By the local troops and it is 
the general belief throughout the 
ment that its erection would mean an 
impétns in local military affairs such as 
has never heen felt before in time of 
peace. 

If the armory built it will 
to date and fitted with ‘every modern 
device for such an institution, company 
rooms, dril] halls, baths, gymnasium 
and lounging ‘rooms.

WORLD'S CROP OF APPLES. 


Report Shows Great Britain Short of 
All Fruits.

NEW WATER PIPE 
TO BE SUPPLIED 


Believed First of Bond Mon- 
ey for Waterworks Will 
Be So Used. 


The boatd of water commissioners will 
meet this afternoon in regular session 
and i is probable that the proposéd 
extensive improvements in the water 
works system to be secured through the 
bond isstie will be discussed. 

It ig believed that the $30,000, to be de- 
rived by the water works department 
from the purchase of certain of the bonds 
by the city sinking fund commission, will 
be devoted to thé laying of new distrib- 
uting pipe. It is learned that there is 
great demand from Various sections of 
the city for additional distributing pipe 
and the impression prevails that an ef- 
fort will be made to eatisfy as much of 
this demand as possible, with the first 
money received from the bond issue, be- 
fore the other itmpfovements are realized. 

It is Stated, however, that the Sum of 
$30,000 will supply only about one-tenth 
of the pipe needed. It is probable that 
by the time this amount is expended, 
the remainder of the bonds will have been 
disposed of and the water works depart- 
ment can thén éontinue the laying of new 
pipe and proceed with the other neces- 
gary improvements. 

It is expected that the work of éx- 
tending the sewerdgé system will begin 
within a Short time as soon as the nec- 
essary funds @re available. By the action 
of the city council on Monday afternoon, 
the sinking fund commission is permitted 
to buy $97.00 of the bornds, of which 
amount $67,000 is to be used for sewers 
and $30,000 for water,

Uniformity Bill Now To Be Put 
Into Operation, 


State Board of Education Meets To- 
day To Call for Bids for Bouks 
for All the Common Schools. 
What the Board Pro- 
poses To Do. 


The state board af education will meet 
today for the purpose of setting in* mo- 
tion the machinery of the uniformity text 
book bill passed’ at the recent session 
of the legislature. 

The etate toard is composed of the 
governor, the state echool commissioner, 
the attorney general, the comptroller 
genéral and the secretary of state. 

The meeting will be held at 8:80 o'clock 
this afternoon, and is for the pupose 
of advertising and calling for bids for 
common schoo] text books to be supplied 
to the state for a period af five years. 
Copies of the act have been printed and 
will be sent to every book publishing 
concern in the country with the request 
that they submit bids for supplying these 
text books. Commissioner Merritt says 
it is the intention of the board to inchide 
every book concern in the country, and 
all its members are anxious that not One 
of them shall be left out. 

Under the law the bids are to be in the 
tands of the -etate board within thirty 


days, but they will not be opened at that 
time. There is another process to be 


(gone through with before any compari- 


Son of the bids is made and the contracts 
awarded. 
Will Appoint a Commission. 

After the bids have been received, each 
of which must be accompanied by sam- 
ple copies of thé books offered, the state 
board will under the act, appoint a text 
book commission consisting of five mem- 
bers, chosen from well known and com- 
petent educators of the state, and to this 
commission all of the sample books will 


be submitted. 

This text book commission must ex- 
amine the books and report to the state 
board within thirty days. Each member 
of the commission is required to make 
his individual report On the books, and 
from these individual reports the mem- 
bers of the board will draw their own 
deductions, 

None of the bids will be opened until 
after the text book commission has made 
its report, so that the price of the books 
on which they are to pass will not he 
known. 

The members of, the text book commis- 
sion are allowed $4 a day for their ser- 
vices for the period of thirty days. 

The state hoard will then open the bids, 
and in reaching its conclusions will take 
into consideration the quality and char- 
acter of the book ag reported bv the 
members of the text book commission. 
and also the price. 

The successful bidders will be required 
to keep a sufficient supply of the books 
selected on hand in Atlanta and at other 
agencies required to be established in the 
state, to meet all reasonable demands. 

Itis estimated that the change to uni- 
formity will result in the purchase by the 
people of the state of text hooks to thea 
value of about $500,000, or about 2,000,000 
books. If there are any books now in 
general use in the state which come up-to 
the required standards, it 1s likely the 
state board Will give praferenoe to them, 
everything else being equal, so as to save 
expense The use of the books chosen is 
confined to the rural schools, the city and 
town systems being excluded.

New York, August 18.—Instructions have 
been received from the treasury depart- 
ment by CoNector of Port Stranahan, to 
hold up more than a hundred Invoices of 
food products which thé agficultural de- 
partment desires sampled under the pro- 
visions of the new pure food law. The 
orders thus far sent out apply almost en- 
tirely to the French and Italian pfoducts 
and include shipmentsS to some of the 
best known grocery importers tn the city. 
The merchandise includes table delicacies, 
wines, olive oi] and canned goods, 

It appeafs that alleged adulteration 
does not congtitute by any means the 
largest item in the orders to hold certain 
items of foods stuffs. A large invoice of 
French peas imported by one of the 
largest grocery houses in the city has, 
for instance, been detained, It is not 
Claimed that the peas are adulterated, 
but that lead has been used in soldering 
the cans and that this lead comes In di- 
rect contact with the contents. This is 
not allowed under the laws of the country 
of export and therefore under the new 
food law the merchandise cannot enter 
this country.

Hong Kong, August 18.—The Canadian 
Pacific railroad’s steamer Wmpress of In- 
dia, from Vancouver B. C., July 27, and 
Yokohama, August 10, for Hong Kong, 
oollided néar this port today with the | 
Chinese cruiser Huang Tal. 

The war ship sank an hour after the: 
collision. The Empress of India saved 
1% of the crew of the cruiser. The cap- 
tain of the Huang Tai, who refused to 
leave his ship, and thirteen of the crew 
were drowned. The Empress of India 
was badly damaged? amidships. 


The Huang Tal was a tender to the 
naval engineering college of the southern 
Chinese squadron at Nanking. She was 
Of 2,110 tons displacement, 260 feet long, 
had 36 feet beam and drew 2 feet of 
water. The cruiser was built in Eng- 
jland. Her armament consisted of three 
T-inch Krupp guns, seven 40-pounders and 
six small rapid-fire guns and was fitted 
with two torpedo tubes. She had a com- 
plement of 30 men. The Empress of In- 
dia, also constructed in England, is one 
of the finest vessels of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railroad Company.

BIDS FOR DEPOT 
TO SOON BE ON 


Contractors Must Submit 
Their Estimates Before 
Middle Of September, 


As a result of meetings of the Atlanta 
Terminal Company held during the last 
two days, plans and specifications for the 
new mammoth train shed are now ready 
for the bids from eontractors, and these 
bids must be in by September 15, the same 
date on which the bids for the new depot 
will be Opened. Chief Engineer Steele, 
of the Central of Georgia, will have 
charge of the construction. 

This great stable which is to house the 
iron horses that will pull long trains in 
and out of Atlanta ig to be 660 feet long 
by 230 feet wide. At the depot end of the 
structure will be an Overhead concourse 
or bridge-hke affair, with individual 
stairways leading down to each pair of 
tracks. ln this way all necessity for 
crossing any tracks will be obviated. 

Ten pairs of steel railg will lead out 
of the train shed te all parts of the coun- 
try. Beyond the train entrance to the 
Shed will be a signal tower equipped with 
all of the latest improvements and inven- 
tions for the handling of trains in and 
out of the terminal. 

The latest perfected block signal sys- 
tem will be used in the contro] of incom- 
ing and outgoing trains, and in this was 
the matter of emptying the long lines of 
coaches in the shortest possible time wiil 
be greatly facilitated. 

The gates to the various tracks will be 
while placards, lighted by 
€lectric lamps, will mark with plain labeis 
that cannot be misunderstood, each of the 
oulgoing trains, To every one who has 
hurried to the present car shed only to 
Search for his train and finally see it 
pulling out on the outside track, this ad- 
Vaniage is sure to be keenly appreciated. 

In the same way those who have tried 
to meet some guest on an incoming train 
only to find that the guest has left the 
coach outside and proceeded citywards 
alone, this change in the present condi- 
t10n of affairs is sure to make itself 
most acceptable. In the new depot the 
information of the train announcer that 
No. 37 from the north will arrive on track 
No. 10 will insure the ability of the wait- 
ing Atlantan to meet and welcome the 
incoming wife or friend with a degree oc 
certainty that is unprecedented in the 
history of Atlanta since she has grown 
to the dimensions of a metropolis. 

Of course it will be some time before the 
big locomotives will be breathing heavliy 
with many pounds of steam, looking like 
the restless monsters they are, impatient 
to hurry away on their long journeys, but 


men will be perched high on the steel 
skeleton framework of the turtle-backed 
structure, and there will be the screaming 
of noisy, impertinent hoisting engines 
lifting great iron beams to the top of the 
archway. And there will be the groan- 
ing of winches remonstrating and com- 
plaining about their duties and the bang- 
ing of heavy hammers riveting the big 
beams together, and hydraulic jacks and 
steam derricks and all of the other para- 
phernalia required in these modern days 
of stee] construction. Altogether, the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Mitchel: street 
viaduct is ghing to be a very noisy place 
to live or work tn in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

But after the storm of hammering is 
over will come the calm of qulet, business- 
like activity that must mark a new period 
in all things transportationwise for this 
city, and every Atlantan will’ be in on 
that particular period of calm.

-|BIG TIME ALLOWANCE 


IN SHAMROCK III’S FAVOR 


New York, August 18.—The Reliance and 
Shamrock III were measured today in 
the Erie basin by C. E. Mower, the official 
measurer of the New York Yacht Club. 
As the result of his measurements and 
calculations, it was announced tonight at 
the yacht club that the Reliance would 
allow the challenger one minute and 
forty-five seconds over a 30-mile course. 

It was found that the Shamrock III was 
slightly longer on the water line than the 
American boat, but the latter proved to 
have nearly two thousand more square 
feet of sail area than the challenger, and 
it was this enormous sail spread that 
taxed the American boat so heavily. 

The announcement of the time allow- 
ance in favor of the challenger caused lit- 
tle surprise at the yacht club, as it was 
the very general belief that the Reliance 
would prove considerably larger all 
around than her opponent. The following 
are the official figures:

As one result, about eight inghes of the 
end of the spinnaker boom of the Sham- 
rock III was sawed off, owing to the fact 
that it was estimated to be that much 
longer than the base of the forward 
triangle, which covers the head sails of 
the yacht, which would mean penaliza- 
tion, if allowed to stand. After the meas- 
urement, both yachts were towed to 
Sandy Hook.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. | 


Washington. August 18.—The weather 
bureau's weekly summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

This is the third consecutive week of 
abnormally coo! weather in the northern 
districts east of the Rocky mountains, 
where warmth is greatly needed for ma- 
turing crops. More favorable tempefature 
conditions have prevailed in the gouthern 
states, although higher temperature in the 
northern portion of the central gulf dis- 
tricts would have been better. A large 
part of the Mississippi and portions of 
the upper Mississippi and Red river of the 
north valleys have suNered from excessive 
moisture, while drought prevails in cen- 
tral and southern Texas and in portions 
of Florida and Oklahoma. 

CORN—Throughout the northern and 
eastern portions of the corn belt the 
weather has been too cool for maturing, 
which is unusually late. Without sunshine 
in the northwest during the next four 
weeks and unusually late frosts, much of 
the crop will fail to mature. Drought In 


the upper Ohio valley has materially 
lessened the prospects for corn in that 


section.

Early cotton is now 
opening, and a little picking has been 
done in South Carolina, Florida and 
Texas, a ‘‘first’’ bale having been ginned 
in South Carolina on the lith, four days 
later than the avetage. 

TOBACCO—Cold weather has affected 
tobacco unfavorably in Kentucky, Penn- 
sylvania and New England and drought 
is causing further tojury in Ohio. Eise- 
where the crop has made Satisfactory 
progress. Cutting has begun in Maryland, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Wisconsin and New Eng- 
land. There is a very general absence of 
reports of injury by worms. e 

APPLES—The general outlook for ap- 
ples is not encouraging. 


Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Cotton Letter 


New York, August 18.—Cotton futures 
in the local market today opened steady 
to firm in tone.

New York, August 18.—The weather to- 
dav was favorable for the crop. It is 
generally beleved that so far as regards 
moisture and temperature, the situation 
is about what is needed, excepting possi- 
bly that there has been too much rain 
in the Atlantic states. Between this and 
the September Dbiireau it is doubtful 
whether we shall witness much of a mar- 
ket. Nobody cares to buy so long ag the 
crop is doing better, and nobody cares to 
sell fearing it may do worse. As repeat- 
edly pointed out, the new cotton move- 
ment is the key to the gituation, and after 
the first shock of the heavy movement has 
passed away the market wil] do much 
better, since the crop cannot be 4 very 
heavy -one, and mills will pe rushing in 
to buy on a big scale. pening sales 
were at 2 to 4 points advance.

GEORGIA’S COTTON CROP 
IS SHORT, SAYS WRIGHT 


CCORDING to the cotton crop out- 
A look as viewed from the state de- 

partment of agriculture, the Geor- 
gia crop next season will not go very 
much if any over a million bales, That 
will mean a defection of 300,000 bales or 
more as compared with the present sea- 
son, which closes on September 1. 

“Our reports all indicate a very poor 
outlook for the cotton crop,’’ said As- 
sistant Commissioner R. F. Wright, yes- 
terday, “and complaints are coming from 
almost every section of the state. 

“Down in southwest Georgia, in the 
counties of Terrell, Sumter, Lee, Baker 
and others, numerous complaints of de- 
struction by caterpillars are neard. Over 
in Gwinnett and in other counties in that 
section, boll rot or ar®hracnose seems to 
be getting in its work. From Other sec- 
tions of the state come complaints of 
rust and other diseases which, it would 
appear, is damaging the crop no little. 

“We have not in years had so many 
complaints of cotton diseases as are com- 
ing in at the present time. I feel satis- 
fled that the Georgia crop this season 
will not go much, if any, over 1,000,000 
bales. Georgia’s vsual crop is anywhere 
from 1,300,000 to 1,500,000 bales, and this 
year will certainly show a big falling off. 

“So far as other crops are concerned,

New York, August 18.—There is no room 
to doubt the operation of powerful and 
influential forces in the stock market to- 
day. Professional operators followed the 
movement and made an important addi- 
tion to the market, Operations by pools 
were in evidence, and manipulative de- 
vices were easily detected for the ad- 
vancement of prices, but that the day's 
market reflected a feeling of confidence 
over the future that has not been shown 
for a long time was plain to be seen.
